Calumet, Mich., Dec. 30.—Two out 
of a score or more witnesses testified 
before a coroner’s jury that the mau 
who caused the Christmas eve disas­ 
ter here wore a white button lik e the 
badge of the Citizens’ alliance. 
Im­ 
mediately af’er adjournm ent of the 
hearing O. N. Hilton, the Denver at­ 
torney in charge of the legal inter­ 
ests of the Western Federation of 
Miners, announced that further de­ 
velopment of this phase of the In­ 
quiry would he attempted. 
The union’s lawyer did not com­ 
ment on the tact that the president 
and half dozen members of the Wom­ 
an’s auxiliary of the federation swore 
that they saw no insignia on the man. 
In the opinion of Anthony Lucas, 
prosecuting 
attorney 
of 
Houghton 
county, who conducted the examina­ 
tion of witnesses, it was established 
fairly well that an excitable member 
of the audience raised the cry, that 
there was no actual tire in the hall 
and that the doors were open and the 
stairway clear when the panic start­ 
ed. 
.Tohn Burcar, who gave his age as 
fifteen and said he had lost a sister 
in the disaster, excitedly told of see­ 
ing *a man muffled to his eyes in a 
fur collared overcoat enter the hall. 
‘‘He yelled ‘fire’ and then ran out,” 
the boy said. 
"He had an Alliance 
button on his coat.” 


Looked Like Alliance Button. 
The other witness, Mrs. John H. 
Kosk i, said she was twenty feet from 
the man, who wore a dark blue coat 
on which was a white button. 
"It 
look ed ik e an Alliance button," she 
said. 
"I was too far away to read 
It." 
Little progress was made toward 
solving the puzzling circumstances a t­ 
tending the deportation of Charles H. 
Moyer, president of the Western Fed­ 
eration of Miners, last Friday night. 
Local interest centered in the un­ 
tangling of statements, bringing the 
name of Jam es Mac.Naughton, general 
manager of the Calumet - and Hecla 
Mining company, into the case. 
At­ 
torney O. N. Hilton 
and 
Mr. Mac- 
Naughton each issued a statement. 
"Mr. Moyer told me in Chicago that 
he was thoroughly convinced in his 
own mind that the man at the head 
of the mob that deported Moyer was 
Jam es 
MacNaughton," 
Mr. 
Hilton 
eatd. 
"I^et me repeat that any charge 
made by Mr. Moyer connecting me 
In any way with the event at Hough­ 
ton 
Ib maliciously false,” said Mr. 
MacNaughton. 
"I was in Calumet all 
evening. 
I called on a friend and 
then accomplished 
him 
across the 
street from his home to a club. 
Moving pictures which had 
been 
tak en of Sunday's big funeral prob­ 
ably will not be exhibited. The opera­ 
tor reported that his room In a local 
hotel had been brok en into and the 
films stolen. 
The 
chbc was found In 
the street several block s away.

Madison, Wis., Dec. 30.—Reporting 
to Governor McGovern In the nine­ 
teenth annual statem ent Commission­ 
er of Hank ing Albert E. Kuolt says 
that the stability of the state bank ing 
system has been augmented during the 
past year and cites the growth in 
total resources. 
The increase is re­ 
garded as especially noteworthy in 
view- of the fact that the financial 
world was subjected to a considerable 
money tightness during 19 13. 
The 
aggregate capital employed in the 
042 financial institutions under the 
department's supervision is $21,163,- 
750, a gain of $1,152,100 for the year, 
and their total resources are now 
$$230,073,789 .52, an increase of $21,- 
036,29 1. 
The report comments on the fact 
that a strong cash reserve has been 
maintained by the bank ing institu­ 
tions at all periods. 
Thirty-six new 
bank s 
were 
organized 
during 
the 
year. 
The new bank s have a total 
capitalization of 
$562,000 
and two 
new' 
trust 
companies 
of 
$100,000. 
Capital increases have been made by 
thirty-one bank s, the total increase be­ 
ing $49 5,100. 
Recent bank ing legislation is re­ 
viewed and the suggestion is made 
that a law be passed forbidding bank ­ 
ing 
corporations 
being 
formed 
by 
corporations 
owning 
the 
stock 
in 
such bank s, and another to mak e it 
unlawful for one bank to Irian to an­ 
other by the certificate of deposit 
method, which permits carrying west­ 
ern bank certificates in evasion ot the 
intent of the Wisconsin laws.

ONE DEAD AND THREE HURT 


Premature Explosion of Dynam ite in 
Minnesota Mine. 
Eveleth, Minn., Dec. 30.—One mau 
is dead and three are injured serious­ 
ly as the result of a premature ex­ 
plosion of dynamite in the Virginia 
mine near here. 
The dead man is 
Stephen Urinich, twenty-seven years 
old. 
The nature of the accident is un­ 
k nown. 
It is believed to have been 
the result of an overcharge of elec­ 
tricity on a quantity of dynamite used 
in blasting. 
The men were preparing the 
blaBt 
when one of them, believed to have 
been Urinich, stepped forward to 
set 
it off as the explosion occurred. 
The men were hurled about twenty 
feet, Urinich being k illed instantly. 
The others were pick ed up uncon­ 
scious. 


ASKS G0MPERS’ DISCHARGE 


Brief Filed in United States Supreme 
Court. 
Washington,

30.—On 
the 
strength largely of a brief filed with 
the 
supreme court 
of 
the 
United 
States will depend whether Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of I^abor, must go to jail 
for contempt of the District of Co­ 
lumbia supreme court. 
The brief was 
filed by Alton B. Dark er, Jack son H. 
Ralston and William E. Richardson. 
The contempt sentence arose out of 
the injunction of the District supreme 
court against 
boycotting 
the Buck 
Stove and Range company. 
The dis­ 
trict court 
of appeals 
reduced the 
sentence imposed by the trial court 
from one year to thirty days. 
It also 
reduced jail sentences imposed upon 
John Mitchell, former member of the 
American Federation of Labor exec­ 
utive council, and Frank 
Morrison, 
secretary of the American Federation 
of Labor, to a 
$500 fine 
for each. 
Oral arguments as to the validity of 
all the sentences will be made before 
the court about Jan. 5.

Charge A gainst Young New Orleans 
Financier W ho Disappeared. 
New 
Orleans, 
Dec. 
30.— Walter 
Panzigor, the young financier whoso 
disappearance last Wednesday sta rt­ 
ed investigation!! in the affairs of sev­ 
eral concerns of which ho was liquida­ 
tor, was charged by the district at­ 
torney with embezzling $42,000 from 
the Teutonia Bank and Trust com­ 
pany. 
This action followed the state 
bank examiner’s re|>ort that the bank , 
of 
which 
Danzigor 
was 
liquidator, 
was short $42,000. 
Harold Danzigor, a brother, for the 
family offered to 
mak e 
good 
the 
hank ’s loss. 
No trace of Walter Danzigor has 
been found. 


Washington, Dec. 30.—Ten billion 
dollars worth of products. $5,000 000,- 
000 of cash income—a bumper year in 
spite of drouths and other setback s— 
is the 19 13 record of 6,000,000 Amer­ 
ican farms. 
The most successful year of hus­ 
bandry in the United States brought 
forth $6,100,000,000 worth of crops, of 
which $2,89 6,000,000 were represented 
by coreais alone, and $3,650,000,000 
worth of animals sold and slaughtered 
and animal products. 
The value of the 19 13 crops is twice 
as great as that of 189 9 ; more than 
a billion dollars more than 19 09 and 
substantially greater than 19 12. 
Of 
all the crops, however, it is estimated 
that 52 per ctnt will remain on farms 
where they were produced and that 
20 per cent of the animal production 
will remain. 
On that basis the cash 
income is estimated by the depart­ 
ment of agriculture at $5,847,000,000.

Accomplished Great W ork — Repub­ 
lican Vote For Money Reform W as 
Not a Surprise— Gossip and Personal

The driving propensities of President 
Wilson were exemplified in the way 
the currency bill was forced through. 
There would have been no holiday re­ 
cess had there been further delay in 
passing the currency bill. 
Notifying 
congress that he did not expect a re­ 
cess until the currency bill was pass­ 
ed, the president went abend with his 
plans for a holiday trip himself and 
with such confidence that congress 
j seemed to fall in line with his views 


' and 
the 
money 
bill 
was 
pushed 
through without the usual delay. Or­ 
dinarily the currency debate would 
have dragged along until late in the 
winter. 
Another thing which lias been 
, demonstrated is that a minority in the 
senate cannot block legislation. 
They 
can delay somewhat, but a determined 
majority can force legislation through. 


Republican Vote». 
Quite significant was the fact that 
quite a number of Republicans voted 
for the currency bill. 
That means 
that they believed the bill was much 
better than the old system of currency 
laws. 
And for many years tin* belief 
has been general that the system of 
laws has been archaic and inadequate, 
but no party has been able to get a 
currency bill iMissed. 
It seems re­ 
mark aide. too. that during all the past 
years legislation was impossible. 
It 
was because the bank ers ask ed too 
much and the Republican leaders were 
inclined to give them too much. 


Hitchcock Alone. 
There was a feeling against Senator 
Hitchcock among the Democrats of the 
senate, and they carried their resent­ 
ment up to the end. although the Ne­ 
brask a senator finally voted with his 
party for the bill. 
Hitchcock was at 
j first 
supported 
by 
O’Gorman 
and 
; Reed, and for a time It look ed as if 
i these 
three, 
with 
the 
Republicans. 
i would block the money bill. 
Then the 
president took a hand, and Reed and 
O’Gorman 
w*ent 
with 
their 
party, 
while Hitchcock remained firm in the 
course he had mark ed out. He refused 
to consider the money bill n party 
measure, but It -turned out to be us 
much of a party measure as the tariff 
bill, save that It commanded more Re­ 
publican votes on final passage. 


N ight W ork Brings Results. 
While the daytime is made for work . 
It is rather an interesting fact that 
night work brings results in legisla­ 
tion. 
The long night sessions did more 
to bring about a vote on the currency 
bill than anything else. 
It took an all 
night session to bring the conferees to­ 
gether. 
ft Is the night sessions in com­ 
mittee and of congress that force leg­ 
islators to act. 
Men will dully nil day 
and then work lik e beavers ull night 
And the strong men usually have tho 
best of these night sessions. 


“Buncombe,” Said Bristow.

T he Adam Brown spring, one of 
the fix tures of the south side, has 
gone dry as a 'result of the mining 
operations of the Brainerd-Cuyuna 
M ining Company mine, whose shaft 
is now down 68 feet and whose tw o, 
pumps, a 10 and a 9 horsepower Cam­ 
eron sinking pump, are pum ping up 
250 gallons a m inute from the shaft. 
The w ater streamed into the shaft 
when the hardpan was succeeded b y 
a seam of gravel and it was along 
this stratum of gravel tha t the water 
supply for the Adam Brown spring 
ex isted. 
When it found vent in the 
shaft the spring speedily dried up. 
Mr. Brown, at present, is in a pre­ 
dicament.
